(b)  Entertainment.  Any  act,  play, 
review,  pantomime,  scene,  song, 
dance  act,  song  and  dance  act,  or 
poetry  recitation,  conducted  or  par- 
ticipated in  by  any  professional  en- 
tertainer in  or  upon  any  premises  to 
which  ipatrons  or  members  are  ad- 
mitted. "'Entertainment"  also  in- 
cludes a  fashion  or  style  show,  ex- 
cept when  conducted  by  a  bona  fide 
non-profit  club  or  organization  as 
part  of  the  social  activities  of  such 
club  or  organization,  and  when  con- 
ducted solely  as  a  fund  raising  activ- 
ity for  charitable  purposes.  The  term 
"professional  entertainer"  as  used 
herein  means  a  person  or  persons 
who  engage  in  the  presentation  of 
entertainment  for  livelihood  or  gain. 

''Entertainment,"  in  addition,  is 
defined  to  mean  and  include  the 
playing  upon  or  use  of  any  instru- 
ment that  is  capable  of  or  can  be 
used  to  produce  musical  sounds  or 
percussion  sounds,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  reed,  brass,  percus- 
sion or  stringed  instruments,  as  well 
as  any  instrument  or  device  capable 
of  producing  or  reproducing  sound. 

(c)  Entertainment,  Continued.  "En- 
tertainment" also  includes  the  act  of 
any  waitress  or  female  employee, 
while  visible  to  any  customer,  expos- 
ing any  portion  of  either  breast  be- 
low a  straight  line  so  drawn  that 
both  nipples  and  all  portions  of  both 
breasts  which  have  a  different  pig- 
mentation than  that  of  the  main  por- 
tion of  the  breasts  are  below  such 
straight  line,  or-  the  wearing  of  any 
type  of  clothing  so  that  such  may  be 
observed. 

(d)  Informal  Entertainment.  Any

The  Controlle  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on 
behalf  of  the  Laguna  Honda  Hospital 
is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  a  par- 
tial distribution  in  the  sum  of  $3,500 
from  the  surviving  executor  of  the 
Estate  of  Martin  J.  Heller,  deceased, 
subject  to  the  following  conditions, 
to  wit,  that  if  at  any  time  prior  to 
the  entrv  of  a  decree  or  o,der  in  a 
court  having  jurisdiction  judicially 
settling  the  final  account  of  the  sur-

(b)  Where  unusual  or  specialized 
care  is  required  for  a  child  and  such 
care  is  provided  in  a  foster  home 
the  actual  cost  of  such  direct  care 
of  such  wards  or  minor  persons  in 
such  foster  homes,  not  to  exceed 
$175.00  per  month. 

(c)  Where  unusual  or  specialized 
care  is  required  for  a  child  and  such 
care  is  provided  in  a  home  licensed 
by  the  State  Department  of  Mental 
Hygiene,  either  directly  or  through  a 

firivate  child-placing  agency,  the  ac- 
ual  cost  of  such  direct  care  of  such 
wards  or  minor  persons  in  such 
Mental  Hygiene  homes,  not  to  ex- 
ceed $400.00  per  month  per  ohild. 

(d)  Where  care  is  provided  in  fos- 
ter homes  through  a  private  child- 
placing  agency,  the  actual  average 
cost  of  direct  care  of  all  such  Chil- 
dren provided  foster  care  by  that 
agency,  excluding  any  costs  of  ad- 
ministration and  not  to  exceed  an 
average  of  $130.00  per  month  per 
child. 

(e)  The  actual  cost  of  supervision 
of  such  minors,  provided  by  a  pri- 
vate child-placing  agency  pursuant 
to  provisions  of  Section  913  of  the 
Welfare  and  Institutions  Code  but 
not  to  exceed  $38.00  per  month  per 
child. 


(f)  Where  normal  care  is  provided 
in  a  private  institution,  the  actual 
average  cost  of  direct  care,  including 
administration,  of  all  children  receiv- 
ing care  in  that  institution  not  to 
exceed  $400.00  per  month  per  child. 

(g)  Where  unusual  or  specialized 
care  consisting  of  qualified  psychiat- 
ric, psychological,  social  casework  or 
medical  services  on  premises  is  re- 
quired for  a  child  and  such  care  is 
provided  in  a  private  institution,  be- 
yond the  care  provided  under 
subsection  (f>  hereof,  the  actual  av- 
erage cost  of  direct  care  for  this 
additional  rehabilitative  treatment 
service.

(b)  Use  of  loudspeakers  for  com- 
mercial purposes.  Upon  application

(a)  Each  person  desiring  to  use,  or 
cause  to  be  used,  any  sound  truck 
within  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  must  file  with  the  Chief  cf 
Police  thereof  a  written  registration 
statement  in  duplicate,  which  shall 
state  the  following: 

(1)  Name  and  home  address  of  the 
applicant; 

(2)  Address  of  place  of  business  of 
applicant; 

(3)  Name  and  address  of  person 
having  direct  charge  of  the  sound 
truck; 

(4)  The   purpose  for  which  the 
sound  truck  will  be  used;

SEC.  47.1.  Registration  statement 
amendment.  Any  person  using,  or 
causing  to  be  used,  a  sound  truck 
within  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  shall  amend  the  registra- 
tion statement  filed  pursuant  to  Sec. 
47(a)  within  48  hours  after  any 
change  in  the  information  therein 
furnished. 

SEC.  47.2.  Regulations  for  use.  Use 
of  any  sound  amplifying  equipment, 
whether  truck-mounted  or  otherwise, 
within  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  shall  be  subject  to  the  fol- 
lowing regulations: 

(1)  The  only  sounds  permitted  are 
music  or  human  speech;

(5)  Amplified  human  speech  and 
music  shall  not  be  unreasonably 
loud,  raucous,  jarring  or  disturbing

<6)  When  the  sound  truck  is  in 


motion,  the  volume  of  sound  shall 
be  controlled  so  that  it  will  not  be 
audible  for  a  distance  in  excess  of 
450  feet  from  its  source;  provided, 
however,  that  when  the  sound  truck 
is  stopped  by  traffic,  the  said  sound 
amplifying  equipment  shall  not  be 
operated  for  longer  than  one  minute 
at  such  stop; 

.  (7)  Except  as  permitted  by  Chief  of 
Police  for  public  gatherings,  in  all 
cases  where  sound  amplifying  equip- 
ment remains  at  one  location  or 
when  the  sound  truck  is  not  in  mo- 
tion, the  volume  of  sound  shall  be 
controlled  so  that  it  will  not  be  audi- 
ble for  a  distance  in  excess  of  250 
feet  from  the  periphery  of  the  at- 
tendant audience; 

(8)  No  sound  amplifying  equip- 
ment shall  be  operated  unless  the 
axis  of  the  center  of  any  sound  re- 
producing equipment  used  shall  be 
parallel  to  the  direction  of  travel  of 
the  sound  truck;  provided,  however, 
that  any  sound  reproducing  equip- 
ment may  be  so  placed  upon  said

It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  use  or 
cause  to  be  used  any  sound  truck  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francis- 
co for  commercial  advertising  pur- 
poses before  an  application  has 
been  filed  with  the  Chief  of  Police 
as  provided  in  Sec.  47(a)  of  this 
code,  the  applicant  has  expressly  as- 
sumed responsibility  for  perform- 
ance of  all  matters  and  observance 
of  all  restrictions  contained  in  Sec. 
47.2  of  this  code,  the  Chief  of  Police 
has  approved  the  application  and  is- 
sued a  permit  at  his  discretion,  as 
provided  in  Part  III,  Sec.  157,  of  the 
San  Francisco  Municipal  Code,  and  a 
license  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Tax  Collector  as  therein  provided. 
The  terms  and  conditions  of  Part  III, 
Sec.  157,  of  the  San  Francisco  Mu- 
nicipal Code  apply  with  full  force 
and  effect  to  the  licensing  of  all 
sound  trucks  used  for  commercial 
advertising  within  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

SEC.  49.  Unnecessary  noise.  Au- 
thorized emergency  vehicles.  Except 
as  provided  in  Sees.  43,  45,  46.  47.1, 
47.2.  and  48  of  this  code,  and  to 
amplifying  equipment  used  in  au- 
thorized emergency  vehicles  as  de- 
fined in  the  California  Vehicle  Code, 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  use.  operate,  maintain,  or  permit 
to  be  played,  used  or  operated  any 
radio  or  television  receiving  set, 
musical  instrument,  phonograph, 
juke  box,  broadcasting  equipment  or 
other  machine  or  device  for  the  pro- 
ducing, reproducing  or  amplification 
of  sound  or  human  voice  in  such 
manner  as  to  produce  raucous  nois- 
es or  in  such  manner  so  as  to  dis- 
turb the  peace,  quiet  and  comfort  of 
persons  in  the  neighborhood  when 
such  sounds  are  audible  out  of 
doors,  or  with  volume  louder  than  is 
necessary  for  convenient  hearing  for 
the  person  or  persons  who  are  in  the 
store,  room,  premises  open  to  the 
public  (bars,  clubs,  headquarters 
and  meeting  places  of  fraternal,  so- 
cial or  other  societies,  associations 
or  groups),  vetiicle  chamber,  or 
dwelling  house  in  which  said  ma- 
chine or  device  is  operated. 

The  operation  of  any  such  set,  in- 
strument,  phonograph,  juke  box, 
broadcasting  equipment,  machine  or 
device  between  the  hours  of  10 
o'clock  p.m.  and  7  o'clock  a.m.,  in 
such  manner  as  to  be  plainly  audi- 
ble at  a  distance  of  50  feet  from  the 
place  or  places  described  above  in 
which  it  is  located,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  a  violation  of  this 
section. 

SEC.  50.  Severability.  It  is  the  In- 
tention of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  each  separate  section,  subsec- 
tion or  subdivision,  sentence,  clause 
or  phrase  of  Sees.  43  to  49,  inclu- 
sive, of  this  code  shall  be  deemed 
independent  of  each  other  and  it  is 
the  further  intention  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  if  any  section, 
subsection  or  subdivision,  sentence, 
clause  or  phrase  be  declared  invalid 
or  unconstitutional,  all  other  remain- 
ing portions  thereof  shall  remain  val- 
id and  enforceable.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,- 

Section  1.  Part  II,  Chapter  VIII, 
San  Francisco  Municipal  Code  (Po- 
lice Code)  is  hereby  amended  by 
amending  Section  1127  thereof  to 
read  as  follows: 

SEC.  1127.  Requisites  for  Driver's 
Permit  Each  applicant  for  a  driver's 
permit  from  the  Chief  of  Police 
must: 

(a)  Be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  of  good  moral  character,  and 
a  resident  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  or  of  that  area  includ- 
ed within  a  distance  of  thirty  (30) 
airline  miles  from  the  City  Hall  in 
said  city  and  county,  for  at  least  one 
year,  continuously,  next  preceding 
the  date  of  application.  The  Chief  of 
Police  shall  maintain  a  map  availa- 
b'e  for  public  inspection  showing 
the  boundaries  of  said  required  resi- 
dence area  as  set  forth  herein.  Said 
map  shall  be  prepared  by  the  city 
engineer  and  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  said  required  residence 
area; 

(b)  Be  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
(21)  years  or  over; 

(c)  Be  of  sound  physique,  with 
good  eyesight  and  not  subject  to  ep- 
ilepsy, vertigo,  heart  trouble,  or  any 
other  infirmity  of  the  body  or  mind 
and  not  be  addicted  to  the  use  of 
intoxicating  liquor  or  narcotics, 
which  might  render  him  unfit  for  the 
safe  operation  of  a  taxicab,  limou- 
sine, sedan,  interurban  or  sightsee- 
ing bus; 

(d)  Be  able  to  read  and  write  the 
English  language; 

(e)  Be  clean  in  dress  and  person: 

(f)  Fill  out  upon  a  blank  form  to 
be  provided  by  the  Chief  of  Police  a 
statement  giving  his  full  name,  resi- 
dence, place  of  residence  for  five  (5)
